In claim 29, line 2, ""spraying", "powdering", "distributing the coating materials", 
and "drying"" has been removed and replaced with -- spraying, powdering, distributing 
the coating materials, and drying--. 

In paragraph 33 of the specification, ""spraying", "feeding and distributing" and 
"coating"" has been removed and replaced with -spraying, powdering, distributing the 
coating materials, and drying-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closed prior art of record is US 2787978 to Faeber and US 2336298 to Rubens. 
Both references fail to teach that the internal ribs or strips are decoupled from the 
rotating drum. It is the Examiner's opinion that the stated prior art does not teach, nor 
fairly suggest to combine the cited references, to produce the invention in this 
application.
